THE Exatniuation of Medical waters being fo ufcful 
bot^ for the improvefnent of Phyfiology , and tl e 
Relief of the Health of man; we cannot but take publick no- 
tice in thefe Trads of the difcourfes of that Subjedt^that come 
abroad by the Prefs ; wifliing only, that the Examiners of 
fuch matters, as well as of all others^ would conjSder them 
without partiality and invediveSjWith all poffible care and fm- 
cerity; thereby to ftock the Philofophical Magazeen^ thatis 
DOW. every where a furnifliing by Experimental Fhilofophers, 
with fuch obfervations as commend themfelves by their Truth 
and Exaftnefs : For the findiogout of which in the matter of 
the S$arbrougb Spaw, treated of in thefe two pieces, and con- 
trovertcd between their Author and Dr. Witty:, it feems to be 
very neceffary to commit the examination of what they both 
have delivei'd thereon to fome as well impartial as intelligent 
Naturalifts, to review what they have written, and to repeat 
the Trials they have made , the better tQ enable themlelves to 
decide the difpute^ 

In the mean time ic may not be amifs to giVe feme account 
here both of the ftate of the Controverfy, as 'tis delivered in 
thefe two difcourfes, and odhc AfTertions made byDr.Te/z. 
/?^i/ concerning thefe waters* 

The Controverfy is, whether the Scarbrou^h-span? do coc* 
tainforhigredienls,P<ir/ir/^/ of Stone^zNuro^ aluminous Salt.^nd 
z Glebe oi J Horn 'j and confequently be apt, upon the account 
of that Stone-Powder and clay, to breed the Stone? This is 
dcnycd by Dr. Witty^ who judgeth its material principles to 
be ch^idy ^Allom Nitre, and Vttrtoi oflron/which he faith he hath 
extraded out of it. Whereas Dr. Tonjial pofuively cffirm?^ 
that the Scarbrough-rvater hath no vitriol or iron in it- hut a 
Stone-powder, and a clay, leaving fand at the bottom of the 
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Vcffeljwhen it is boiledslike the drapping X9dlat I(naf/hrou£k 
and that confequently it hath a Lapidefcent Juice^ aod there, 
fore is petrifying ^ and bad for the Stone^ Gourmand Jaun. 
dice :iBaiatainiDg5that that which Dt.Wttty calls a Httle infipid 
earth, ( r^emainiog upon the diflblotton of the firft extraft of 
thisSpaw 5 and the filtration ofit^ is a great dealofgretty 
Stone- powder ; and adding f urther^ that *tis the peculiar Cha- 
ra^cr of the fame Spaw^ whereby it is diftinguifli't from other 
Spaws in ufe^to take a refty fit fooner or later^ fo as that it will 
neither go backward nor forward, by fiege or urine. 

Having made it his bufinefs to prove this both by a Chymf* 
cal Anafyfisj and by Experience of his own and others^imporff 
ling that they never had any fit of the Stone till he and 
they drank of this ^y^^ir^rw^'Wateri be further obfer- 
vetb, 

I. That^l^^-4?^««^ diffolved in water yields a Purple tin-* 
fture by G<i// 5 and that, this Allom ftone being acknowled^ 
ged by Dr# Witty to be in Scarbrougb^ therefore theTinfiure 
by Ga'ii is no argument for Fitriol in that Spaw. 

2^ That all waters that have diffolved Iron, have Vitriol ali 
fo as the produd of that diffolution. 

3 That all the Salt that fprouts out of the Scarbrougbcliff, 
is Nitro-alluminous, and not Vitriol. 

4. That the precipitated powder found at the bottom of 
the veffel, after that Scarbroughv^zttt hath ftood in it two or 
three dayes^ is Glebe oiAllom^ 

5* That if Vitriol be joyned with Niter in Scarhrm^ ( as 
Dr. Witty will have it } it becoms a corrofive water^ wbere^ 
by (faith Dr. Tonjlal^ it would be made worfe than by all he 
liath written againft it* 

Whilft our Author is thus examining the Smrbrmgh^Spuw , 
be taketh occafion to fay thus much of that oi^ta/p or Gugh, that 
its worth and excellency is, that an Embryonai:^ Sulphur hath 
corroded Iron in it 5 "which^fkitA he^ makes it Stttmachicalj O- 
penine, DiureticaL and ftreogthening; all the noble parts. 

Having thus reprefented thefumand fubftanceof what 
Dr. Ti?«^4/ hath alledged agaioft Dr. M^/yuponthis »S/^ii?l 
we wifti for further examinaiion of this water^ to be under- 
taken 
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taken m an amicable and aabiaffedw&y.^aridhy theconjandii* 
onoffome able and difcreet Perfons wich thefe two difpus 
tants, that have hitherto very UDbecommingly inveighed a- 
gainft one another.

Scalds and Burns 
with the Oyl of iht Sea-Calf -, or with a ftro .'g decodion of 
Tobacco , waffling the Sore therewith , and itrewing To> 
baccfpowder thereon : To heal Bruifes and Aches with the Oyl 
oi tht Spermaeeti-PVhale i which, faith the Author, being put up 
into Hoglheads, andftow'dinto Cellars for fome time, can- 
dieth at the bottom about one quarter.and then the oyl being 
drawn oflf ofthe candied ftufFjput up into convenient veffels, 
proveth to be right ^y/crwa Ceti, and is fold for fuch, being ad- 
mirablc for the already mention'd ufes .• Item) To remedy- the 
biting of a flatle-Snake by bruifing its Liver and applying it 
to the wound: To ftrengthen the Limbs by anointing them 
with an Oyl , drawn ouc of the white Oak acornfjboi'led in a

dei'd as they ihould be before they come to have wings, the 
Oblerver prefumeswill make good Cochmeeh^ they yeilding 
a perfect and durable Scarlet- colour. 

The New £ngland Pea[e are faid by our Author not onfy 
to be ihe bcft ia the world ^ but free from being worm eater.. 
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7^e he noteth for an herbe hardly growing there , I^ofe* 
M%ry^ Lavender^ Southern- woody not at all • Blo0dn>ort and Celon^ 
dine.but forrily j l^iuskmelom better than in old England, &c.

^■^His Author 5 having fome years fince mhhJlIedkwa 
Injiauratagivtna brief accompt of the Excellency of 
well. prepared Chymical Medicines, with the reafons why they 
were and ought tobeefteemed (uch • did then promifethis 
Piece, wherein he uoderttkes to teach the Manner of their 
Preparation, by which he efteems they are made nioft efBca- 
ciousjafe and pleafant Medicines for the prelervation and re^ 
ftaurationofthe Life ofman* In the doing of which, he gi^* 
vcth both general inft:ru(9:ionSj^?ii particular Examples in each 
kind, and of each Kingdome, as they fpeak i which though 
not many, yet are by him conceived as fufficient guides to a 
larger progrefs*.

the more common preparations but better elaborated , or 
other particular remedies ; and that, upon a friendly account, 
the Medicine rightly confidered : Declaring moreover his 
willingnefs to afford any Learned Phyfitian the fatisfaftion of
